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Farleuds, Nightingales Lane, 


SLANDER ACTION 
AGAINST DOCTOR 


URTHER evidence was taken at the 

resumed hearing of the slander 

action of Nurse Elizabeth Holden, 
Brandon road, Drimnagh, against Dr. 
Daniel F. Deasy, T.C., ley road, 
Drimnagh, Dublin, before the President 
of the High Court and a jury, yesterday, 
and the further hearing was adjourned.

Star-gazers 


Keats, upon bis first introduction 
to Chapman’s Homer, and stout 
Cortez at his most eagle-eyed could 
never stand comparison with the 
ordinary inhabitant of these 
islands on any moonlight night 
within ‘the next weeks. The new 
comet which swam early in 
December into the ken of Dr. 
Whipple, of Harvard, and has 
been called’ by his name, is now 
visible to the naked eye. Its 
appearance, one understands, is 
not in any way spectacular, and 
The Times Astronomical Corre- 
spondent says that “ an opera-glass 
is to be recommended for obtaining 
the most satisfactory view.’’ None 
the less, the next few weeks are 
likely to see a sharp increase in 
the numbers of watchers of the 
sky. Apart from the hundreds of 
professional sky-watchers brought 
into that formerly exclusive occu- 
pation by the war, many a plain 
man will be tilting back his head 
and searching the heavens for a 
glimpse of the new arrival. Even 
at this distance from the happy 
event, Whipple’s Comet has ex- 
hibited signs of mediocrity. Its tail 
is ill-developed, and is not expected 
to be a long one; so that those to 
whom the word ‘‘ comet’’ conveys 
the vision of a brilliant rocket-like 
display will be disappointed. The 
plaim man, in his attempts to 
locate it, will, perhaps, be brought 
to some realisation of his own 
ignorance- of the heavens. The 
familiar Plough is now balanced 
more or less awkwardly upon the 
tip of its handle, and lóoks rather 
less like a plough than ever. If 
it can be discovered, the area. of 
the comet’s activity is settled ; for 
it appears at present close under 
the Pointers. Still, the adven- 
turous spirit will want to go 
further and to probe more deeply 
into the mysteries of astronemy. 
Somewhere, he feels, there must 
be a Great Bear. All the books 
refer to it. Where are the 
Pleiades? What is that thing in 
the form of a letter W? The 
Milky Way, of course, is easily 
identified; but is that row of 
three bright stars Orion or 
Cassiope? Where is fierce Sirius, 
the flagrans canis, the gniding-star 
of Horace’s thirst? Mentally 
hitching a brewery wagon to the 
star, the plain man will retire to 
the Select Lounge and leave 
Whipple’s Comet to its draughty 
wanderings through space.

DEVELOPMENT OF 
PHYSICS 
EINSTEIN THEORY 
SUPPLEMENTED 


Professor Erwin Schródinger, who 
has just completed his Unitary 
Theory of Physical Fields, claims to 
have closed a gap left by Einstein in 
his General Theory of Relativity. 

Below is a simple account of 
Schrédinger’s Theory, as it was 
iad to an /rish Times reporter 
on Monday by Professor A. 
McConnell, F.T.C.D. 

Professor Schrédinger’s paper on 
““The General Unitary Theory of the 
Physical Fields’’ is of the highest 
importance in the development of 
modern physics. 

To give some idea of what Pro- 
fessor Schrédinger’s has done in 
this paper it is necessary to give a 
brief history of the development oí 
physics. owards the end of the 
17th century, Newton formulated his 
Theory of Mechanics, in which, by 
laying down certain fundamental 
laws of motion and by introducing 
the idea of certain forces acting be- 
tween material bodies, he was able 
to give a complete mathematical de- 
scription of the motion of heavenly 
bodies. This formulation of the laws 
of motion of bodies is called‘‘Newton’s 
Theory of Gravitation,” and the 
forces which he -introducéd are 
gravitational forces, In about 150 

ears Newton’s successors developed 
ully the” consequences in theory, 
chiefly in the direction of celestial 
mechanics, and the results were so 
extremely accurate that this Theory 
of Gravitation completely held the 
field until Einstein introduced his 
Theory of Relativity in a series of 
papers from 1905 to 1916. 

n 1916 Einstein succeeded in 
expressing the fundamental laws of 
motion in a new form, which was 
reall metrical in character, and 
which had certain advantages over 
Newton’s theory., Not only did 
Einstein’s Theory explain  satis- 
factorily certain minute inaccuracies 
which had arisen in the older theory, 
but it even foretold certain con- 
sequences which were soon _after- 
wards verified experimentally, so 
that Einstein’s Theory of Gravitation 
succeeded Newton 's.

Any mathematical theory of the 
forces of ‘nature that makes any 
claim to completeness must give tha 
fundamental laws in such a form that 
both the gravitational and electro- 
magnetic forces should emerge side 
hy side in a natural manner. This

Flour for the Loaf 


Inthe spring every possible acre 
must be sown to barley or spring 
wheat to meet the demand for flour 
needed for the loaf, said Mr, R. S. 
Hudson at Maidstone tu-day. It 
would have to be largely at the 
expense of .oats, continued the 
Minister. Barley was better than 
oats for the quatity of the loaf, and, 
because of its lower percentage of 
husk, it provided nearly twice as 
much flour to the acre—9} cwt., as 
against 5 cwt. Some oats would 
still be needed for livestock, for oat- 
meal, and for inclusion with wheat 
and barley in flour, Mr. Hudson 
went. on to. say he had been. dis- 
appointed at the r quality of 
many cattle he had seen on dairy 
farms, There was too wide a ga 
between the quality of stock kep 
by the most efficient dairy farmers 
and that seen on too many dairy 
farms.

‘Although Mr, Hudson said that 
thanks to the effort of all concerned 
we should probably get a net increase 
of 750,000 acres in the area under 
tillage crops in 1943, there were still 
some who were slow to recognise that 
maximum production required a new 
outlook on pop 4 practices. We 
had to get rid of the hotion that 
there was a’ peculiar virtue in un- 
touched grassland, and that intensive 
ploughing up of grassland and grow- 
ing of crops for direct human con- 
sumption meant a loss of soil fertility. 
If we took the plough round the 
farm we should be steadily renewing

The flats versus houses contro- 
versy, which appears to be far 
from a. solution as ever, has been 
engaging the people of Liverpool in 
recent months. 

I see that.a survey conducted in 
that city among a large body of 
women of various income groups has 
shown that 81 per cent. prefer 
houses, 11 per cent. want flats, while 
the remainder are undecided. 

Undoubtedly, houses are the ideal 
homes for the people, but the 
question of transport to work has 
to be considered, which seems to 
me to be the least troublesome diffi- 
culty. Decentralisation of industry 
would help to solve the problem, 
and I see that town-planners, in 
England are not recommending 
“sister towns” for some of the 
larger cities.
